De ar Mr . He 1ms : 

In the captioned case, in which the Government 
charges IBM with monopolization and attempted monop- 
olization of the general purpose digital computer 
market in violation of Section 2 of the Sherman Act 
(15 U.S.C. 2), the defendant has served interrogatories 
and requests for documents, answers to which require 
the cooperation of all Government agencies. 

Enclosed herewith is a copy of the Defendant's 
Request for Documents - Set I. While the request is 
quite comprehensive, defendant has agreed to certain 
limitations. We will communicate with you later 
regarding the details of production. For the present, 
in order to arrive at some reasonable approach to the 
total discovery process, IBM attorneys have requested 
that we supply documents which describe the organi- 
zation and function of the various offices, branches, 
etc. within your agency or department which are involved 
in the "management, procurement, use, evaluation, 
selection, transfer or disposal of any data processing 
product or service." These may Include organization 
charts or manuals reflecting such information and 
should show the organization for all periods from 
January 1, 1961 to date. This information would be 
responsive to Request paragraph 3a. 
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We would appreciate the early production of this 
information, in duplicate. Photocopies of the 
original documents are acceptable. However, if any 
pertinent pages of a larger document are being fur- 
nished, copies of title and similar pages should be 
included to establish the title of the document and 
its publication date and the authorization for 
publication . 

The writer is the attorney in charge of this 
suit and either he (Code 187, Ext. 2426) or Mr. Maurice 
Fitzgerald (Code 187, Ext. 2483) who is acting as 
liaison on this project may be contacted to answer any 
questions. In view of the possible future requirements 
of this project, it is suggested that ^^re be advised of 
the identity of the person in your agency who we may 
contact for information in this matter.
